When the 
sponsors disagree it i« not to b e expected 
that the citizens will show more unity and 
zeal. 
But perhaps the fundamental fault was 
the unilateral character of the tax demand. 
It shook down to just one thing-m ore mon­

Wheel Tax Ordinance 
Lincoln, Neb . 
To the editor of The Lin­ 
coln Star: FNery supporter 
of the wheel tax welcomes 
the fullest pub licity, provid­ 
ed It is honest, factual and 
true, b ut likewise opposes fal­ 
sifications. 
It was first falsely stated 
that the wheel tax ordinance 
prescrib es no penalties for its 
violation b y a city official, 
whereas Sec. 22 not only pro­ 
vides for a fine b ut alko a 
jail sentence until b oth fine 
and costs of prosecution are 
paid (that stated ab ove). 
Later it was stated that 
such penalty applies only to 
car owners who fail to pay 
the wheel tax and that this is 
the misdemeanor clause for 
enlorcing payment of the lax 
b y a jail sentence. This is 
not true. Section 19 provides 
that failure to pay the tax 
when due will result in an 
interest charge of 1 per cent 
a month and a penalty of 5 
per cent after six months, b ut 
not for a jail sentence under 
any circumstances. Only 
a 
city official fined for violat­ 
ing the ordinance is sub ject 
to jail 
sentence until 
fine 
and costs are paid.

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Opinion Asked On Forcing Sewage Plant Construction 


The Nebraska Water Pollu­ 
tion Control’ Council will ask 
an attorney general’s opinion 
on whether the city of Fre­ 
mont under a law passed by 
the 19 57 Legislature, can be 
forced to construct a sewage 
treatment plant. 
Fremont’s raw sewage now' 
is transported via an 8-mile 
pipeline into the Elkhorn Riv­ 
er. 


At its June meeting in Lin­ 
coln Wednesday, the Council 
noted that the 19 57 Water Pol­ 
lution Control Act carried an 
“escape clause.” 
Municipalities levying a 2- 
mil! tax in order *to build 
funds for sewage treatment 
are exempt from anti-pollution 
controls. If at the end of 25 
years there still is not enough 
money in the fund to finance 
a plant, the city can transfer 
the money 
to 
the 
general 


fund and be absolved forever 
thereafter from terms of the 
act. 
State Sanitation Director 
T. 
A. Filipi told the Council that 
Fremont city 
officials have 
advised they plan to take no | 
further action on construction | 
of a sewage treatment plant. 
lie said their plans were 
based on the provisions of the 
19 57 law plus a favorable 
19 52 
report on water pollution tests 
of the Elkhorn River which 


state that the “ amount of sew­ 
age . . . is not noticeably det­ 
rimental to the stream dis­ 
charged at the rate of 750,000 
gallons per hour.” 
Filipi,.said the 19 52 survey 
was taken at a high river 
flow' time and the report was 
based on that lone test. 
The Council then ordered a 
“ thorough” test of the stream 
to begin shortly.

ney is a sta te-supported school.

to 36 m em bers. 
Other sports ha ve sim ila r lim ita tions. 
If the K ea rney desire is a ctua lly to a llow m ore boy s to 
pa rticipa te (other tha n the desire to run up hig h scores, a s 
IS suspected by other NCC m em b e rs), then homo da tes 
surely a llow this opportunity often enoug h. 
Certa inly , suit up a s m a ny boy s a s y ou h a \e unilorm s 
for a hom e g a m e. 
P la y a s m a ny a s possible. 
There ca n 
be no strong objection to this. 
But the sig n of a good a lh- 
letic prog ra m is not how m a ny boy s g et to ta ke free trips. 
T here is no d eny ing tha t K ea rney ha s a g ood a thletic 
prog ra m . 
There a re g ood fa cilities a nd g ood coa ching . 
Most im porta nt, proba bly , K ea rney is centra lly loca ted in 
a g ood a thletic a rea . 
There ca n be nothing but co m m en d a ­ 
tion for such a prog ra m . 
But there m ust a lso be som e com m on sen.se. 
Quite proba bly , K ea rney is fa st outg rowing the NCC. 
It 
is now fa r a hea d in eiiroilmeiit. 
The tim e m a y co m e when 
K ea rney m a y ha ve to brea k from the NCC, beeoiiiing either 
an independent a tliletiea lly or join a conference of so m e­ 
wha t la rg er schools. 
It m a y not even be too inconceiva ble that K ea rney 
m a y som e da y b ecom e N eb ra sk a ’s second a thletic power, 
such a s Ka nsa s Sta le or Okla homa Sta te.

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AEC Unveils New Timetable For Competitive Atom Power 


Washington (UPD — The 
Atomic Energy Commission 
unveiled a new timetable for 
the development of competi­ 
tive nuclear electric power 
both in this country and in 
friendly foreign nations. 
Commissioner H a r ol d S, 
Vance told a Congressional 
Atomic Energy subcommmee 
the plan contemplates t h a t 
electricity produced by atom­ 
ic energy will be economical­ 
ly competitive abroad within 
5 years and in the U n i t e d 
States in 10 years. 
He explained that nuclear- 
produced 
elcrtricity 
should 
be saleable quicker abroad 
than lit the United States be­ 


cause the rates for conven 
tional newer are so 
m u c h 
higher in foreign nations. 
He 
conceded 
the 
targets 
are “ on the optimistic side.” 
But he .said the government 
should keep its sights high. 
Firm Word 
Vance ap|>eared in respon.se 
to repeated Democratic de­ 
mands for some firm word 
on commission plans for de­ 
veloping nuclear power plants 
to produce electricity 
t h a t 
could be sold to industry. 
The com m ission’s program 
got a cautious-to-cool recep­ 
tion from the subcommittee. 
Chairman Chet Ilolifield (D- 
Calif) said the group did not
